contracted a familiarity with God; 
We ſhould be defirous of telling him 
upon every occafion our Deſires and 
our Wants, and what thoſe things are 
which moſt nearly affe&t us, we ſhould 
be pleaſed to the laſt degree; .as thoſe 
are, whoſe hearts and minds are under the 
power of his prevailing Pafſion, to be 
always in their preſence who are ' be-/ 
loved by us, and to unburthen our 
Souls to them, with all the agreeable 
marks of Tenderneſs and Reſpect. | 


* By our readineſs or averſion to this 
my, we may beſt be enabled to 
els at the ftate of our Souls, whe- 
Ge the Love of God be in us or 
not; Our Saviour tells us, it is the 
firſt and great commandment, to Lpve 
the Lord \ with | all onr heart; with. alt 
our Mind, and with all or ſont ; /" tis

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erue indeed, the Action cannot exceed 


'the Faculty a&ting, and -an -» infimte 
Aﬀettion cannot iflue from a limited 
Capacity ; Yet the. Heart 1s wungrateful 
and difloyal, 1f it give not it ſelf the 
full reins and ſcope of all its Activity, 
and this is to Love God, as our Saviour 
expreſſes it; with all our heart, when 
we approach him by the Motion of 
the heart, that is, when we adhere to 
him by Atecion and Prayer ; - To 
love him,” with all our mind, 1s 
when our Thoughts .are taken up 
with the Meditation of heavenly Things;

That 
the deſires of the fleſh, and of the ſpirit 
are Cantrary one to the other, and con- 
ſequently, that to which ſoever of 
theſe the Will . of Man conſents, it 
muſt of courſe rejet the other; and 
to ſtrenthen yet what St. Pax! has 
athrmed of this Conyaricty, Qur Sa- 
RE KY VIiOUTr 
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viour himſelf has told us, We cannot 
ſerve two Maſters, for we ſhall Love 
the one and hate 'the other, We (ſhall 
adhere to' the one and deſpiſe the other ;; 
Te cannot, lays he, ſerve God and Mam- 
mon. "Tis from the different Tenden-- 
cies of Mens Souls, from that pre- 
vailing Principle within them, whe- 
ther ' of ſin ' unto death, or obedience un- 
to the life and Salvation, that men are 
denominated good or bad, happy or 
miſerable, alize or dead; it muſt be 
from che conſtart Tenor of a Mans 
Thoughts and Actions, that he is 
to make an eftimate of himſelf, ac- 
cording as he ' either indulges himſelf 
11 impure or ſenſual Pleaſures, or as 
he denies himſelf, and mortifies his 
erwthly and carnal Aﬀections, and a- 
{pires to' a heavenly Life in the ex- 
erciſe of the ſeveral Inſtances _,of his 
Daty, that he muſt be called either 
a man of a Carnal or of a Spiritual 
Mind, 


As we call the Spirit ſerving the 
Fleſh carnal, ſo we call the fleſh ſer- 
ving the Spirit ſpiritual, not becauſe 
it thall be turned into the' Spirit, as 
ſome think, 'but becauſe it ſhall ſerve 
the Spirit, and be ſubje& to its Ems
